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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that fonn the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith (5,290,060). 

Smith discloses a gas generator comprising a gas generating agent 54; a cup body 34; a holder 58 
witii a squib 56 wherein the squib is seal in tiie cup body; an automatic igniting agent layer 78 provided on 
the inner surface of the cup body wherein the automatic igniting agent layer is formed by applying a 
solution containing the automatic igniting agent on the inner surface of the cup body and then drying. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of 
this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Smith 
(5,290.060). 

With respect to the weight of the automatic igniting agent layer, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have the layer a specific weight since 
it has been held that discovering an optimum value or workable ranges of a result effective variable 
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involves only routine skill in the art. The automatic igniting agent layer is in contact with the gas generating 
agent 

With respect to the weight of the ignition temperature of the automatic igniting agent it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have a specific 
ignition temperature of the automatic igniting agent since it has been held that discovering an optimum 
value or workable ranges of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
